LARGE beet sugar factory at Benton Harbor. 


Michigan has closed and the plant has been 


removed to Shelly, Ind. But this does not mean 
that the manufacture of beet sugar, under proper 
conditions is not a profitable business. 
In this case 


the failure was caused by the manufacturers being 
Unable to obtain the necessary amount of beets to 
mn the factory to its full capacity. 
The concern 


did not move to Indiana until it had contracted with 
farmers in the vicinity for 4,000 acres of beets for 
the seasons run. Having made these contracts a 
factory was built at a cost of $320,000. 


. The Chicago Record-Herald in commenting upon 


this matter says: "The removal of this plant to In- 
diana however, will serve to emphasize a very im 
portant fact in connection with this industry—one 
that should be carefully considered not only by the 
communities that are making effoits to secure these 
factories but by those who are attracted to the in- 
dustry as a profitable investment forcapital. lu or 
d*r to manufacture beet sugar profitably a factory 
must have sugar beets. 
In fact it must have a sup- 


ply equal to the full daily capacity of the plant all 
the year round. If the farmers cannot raise them 
or they cannot be shipped in from other states there 
is but one alternative for the owners of the factory, 
and that is to close it. 


The big million-dollar factory at Rockr Ford, 


Colo., was not built until the farmers in the vicinity 
had contracted to grow 8/>oo acres of beets a year 
for five years. This, it estimated, will enable the 
factory to consume daily 1,003 tons of beets, from 
which it will extract 100 tons of sugar. The success 
of the beet sugar industry in this country requires 
close co-operation between the farmers and sugar 
makers. The beets most be delivered, at the factory- 
door. The margin of profit is too small to permit of 
freight charges on raw material." 


It is evident that nothing can be done in the way 


of establishing the beet sugar industry in Nevada 
without an understanding beforehand between the 
farmers, and some capitalist or capitalists who are 
willing to invest in a factory at some place favor- 
able for profitable returns. The only requirement 
for the latter is a plentiful supply of material to 
work. That sugar beet growing is profitable to the 
grower is manifest, in fact a rental of four and five 
dollars per acre is paid for land in California for that 
purpose. That is far more than any tenant could 
afford to pay for land for any agricultural purpose 
in Nevada, and as experiments have amply proven 
the superior qualities of our sage brush land for the 
cultivation of the sugar beet, both in regard to 
quantity and quality, it seems almost a sl.ght to 
Providence, that steps have not already beeu taken 
to avail ourselves of His bounty. 


It is our firm conviction that the assurance of 


the annual product of '.,500 acres would be met by 
a dozen capitalists each eager to establish a factory 
for the extraction of the saccharine matter from the 
vegetable. All that is needed is that a combination 
of farmers meet and proclaim their readiness to fur- 
nish the requisite amount of material and the mat- 
ter would be on the way to speedy completion. The 
Journal would suggest that tue State Agricultural 
Society take the matter in hand by opening a list 
for registration of farmers and land owners, and 
naming the number of acres that each will devote 
to the culture of sugar b_-et-. when a profitable mar- 
ket for their crops is assured them.

THE SULU SLAVES. 


N. ROFFE, commanding the department of 
Mindanao and Jolo, reports at Washington 


•ad says that "the radical and comprehensive meas- 
ures to abolish slavery in these islands will at this 
time be premature and ineffective," 
This is an im- 


plication that the thirteenth amendment to the con- 
stitution of the United States was premature and is 
practically ineffective or at least that it is not f»r 
reaching enough to embrace the jurisdiction of the 
flag. It implies that slavery may exist aad be pro- 
tected by our national banner. At all events it does 
exist and is so protected and an American command- 
er reports that measures for its abolishmeut are im- 
practical and inexpedient. 


We had become somewhat reconciled, or rather 


accustomed, to the judicial doctrine that the consti- 
tution dots not follow or accompany the flag, but 
that the latter must protect an institution and nulli- 
fy a clause in. the former, which cost so many 
American lives to adopt and enforce in our own 
country, is considerably more startling than the or- 
iginal declaration itself, although upon sober thought 
it is but a natural sequence to it. It is an assertion 
in fact that the slave owners of our dependencies 
are entitled to greater consideration and privileges, 
than were that class in our own country, and that 
the "relic of barbarism" may exist under the flag 
which was the banner of those who sacrificed their 
lives in the sanguinary contest for the freedom of 
millions who were held in bondage under the con- 
•titotioa which hasbeen declared inoperative in our 
colonial possessions.

ARIFF reform, which is also warfare on trusts, 


hon-est enforcement of civil service rales, anti- 


mperialism and financial reform, comprises the 
grand mission which (he Democratic party is called 
upon to perform whenever it meets the opportunity.
